Chamberlain, his chancellor of the 
exchequer, into line with efforts of 
non-gold countries, including 
United States.

Wallboard and Dormers Transform Storage Space

‘OUR house may be charming 

and well designed; adequate 

in every respect but that of space. 
You may have outgrown it 

Tt is not always easy to add a 
new wing to a house, and plans 
do not often lend themselves to 
enlargement. but if you have an 
attic, how about converting that 
into a livable room? 

We know more about insulation 
nowadays than we did in bygone 
times. The attic was evolved to 
keep hot air in summer and cold 
in winter from coming in through 
the roof and sifting into the other 
rooms. This failed, however, for 
air circulates in the attic, and an 
air pocket can act as an insulator

ness will satisfactorily insulate a 


house against heat and cold, for 
the air in a pocket of that size 
can more easily be made dead. 


WALLBOARD DOES TRICK 


Wallboard will do the trick of 
making the attic into a livable 
room by applying it to the inside 
of the wali studs and filling the 
pocket thus formed with some 
insulating material like wool or 
felt quilting. 

Any one of a number of wall- 
boards may be used. Most of them 
are produced with a sufficiently 
interesting texture so that they 
need no further decorating. The 
joint formed where two boards 
meet may be concealed by a wood 
strip stained to match the wood- 
work. Low bookcases and cup- 
boards may be built into the walls

HOW TO GET BUSINESS 

The public, as well as railwaymen, will be in- 
terested in the announcement that the C.P.R. is to 
restore full first-class service on the second daily 
pasvenger train operating on the main line from 
Winnipeg to the mountains. The advent of the

Representatives at London of the “big four 
wheat exporting countries say they have found a 
“principle” on which they can agree as to the 
number of acres they will allow the farmers of 
Canada, the United States, Australia and the 
Argentine to plant to wheat 

The “principle” is that the wheat exporting 


eountries in Europe must agree to cul down their 
acreages in proportion, and that the wheat import- 
ing countries in Europe agree to down their 
tariffs and import more wheat 

That done, all the restricters will have to do is 
Prevent the farmers of a dozen exporting countries 
and the consumers of a half-dozen importing 
countries up-setting their plans, and the govern- 
ments that sponsor them. 

Whether practicable or not. the reduction pro- 
gram undoubtedly looks saner now that the neces- 
sity of taking in the exporting countries of Europe 
is recognized For insistence on that point the 
credit must go to Australia’ The other three of the 
big four governments seem to have not thought of 
the idea. In fact the wheat conference adjourned 
in an atmosphere of decided chilliness when Aus- 
tralia first drew attention to the matter 

The representatives of Canada, the United States 
and Argentina were apparently prepared to limit 
wheat production in these countries while leaving 
the exporters of Europe free to flood the markets 
as they pleased—Russia included. Australia de-

Those closed schools are the monu- 
ments of withered hopes, lost capital, wasted time 
The farmers of that section of the province are in 
a bad way when they declare they cannot carry 
on the schools for their children.

For the moment there is nothing that can be 
done but make the best of a bad job. The Govern- 
ment will not. and should not, be niggardly about 
spending public monty, whether to assist the 
schools or to help the settlers get to locations 
elsewhere. Those are the things money is for 

Taking a longer view. the situation there is a 
reminder that southern Saskatchewan is not the 
only part of the west where drought has to be 
fought and fought on a large scale, where forest 
areas should be created. streams dammed and lakes 
formed, and any other practicable measures em- 
ployed to increase rainfall and conserve moisture 

Successful farming depends upon soil and rain- 
fall. The west has fertile soi! almost everywhere. 
but in sections the rainfall is uncertain and in some 
seasons almost lacking. No part of this country 
should be given up to drought, grasshoppers and 
gophers until every effort has been made to supply 
it with the needed moisture. Western land is too 
productive to be abandoned without trying to 
regulate the water supply

SIMCOE WAS SWORN ON A 
SUNDAY 
On this date, John Graves Sim- 


coe was sworn as Lieutenant-Gov- 


ernor of Upper Canada, on a 
Sunday. The official record of 
the historic event, couched in 


language curious to our ears, may 
be worth reproducing:— 
“Kingston, July 8th, 1792 

“His Excellency John Graves 
Simcoe, Esqr., Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of the Province of Upper 
Canada, Colonel Commanding the 
Forces in the said Province, etc., 
etc., etc, having a suitable piace 
for the reading and publishing 
of His Majesty's Commissions. 
He accordingly repaired thither 
attended by: 

The Hon. Wm. Osgoode, 

Chief Justice, 

The Hon. James Baby, 

The Hon. Peter Russell, 
together with the Magistrates and 
principal inhabitants when the 
said Commission appointing His 
Excellency (Guy) Lord Dorches- 
ter, Captain General and Gov- 
ernor in Chief, etc., etc. etc. of 
Upper and Lower Canada, and 
also the Commission appointing 
the said John Graves Simcoe, 
Lieutenant Governor of the Prov- 
ince of Upper Canada, were sol- 
emnly read and published 

“His Excellency then took the 
Oaths mentioned in the Acts of 
Parliament passed in the first 
year of His late Majesty King 
George, as altered and explained 
by an Act passed in the 6th 
Year of the Reign of His present 
Majesty, and also made and sub- 
scribed the Declaration mention- 
ed in an Act of Parliament made 
in the twenty-fifth Year of the 
Reign of Charles 2nd for pre- 
venting the Dangers which may 
happen from Popish recusants 
The Oath for the due Execution 
of his Place and Trust was ad- 
ministered to him by the Honble 
W. Osgoode, Chief Justice, and he

Simcoe had desired to take up 
his duties in 1791, immediately 
after his appointment, but Loth 
Osgoode and Russell, whose tres- 
ence was necessary as ex-officio 
members of council, declined to 
leave England until the spring of 
1792 

When Simcoe arrived at Que- 
bec in November, 1791, he fuund 
himself in an unpleasant position 
Chief Justice Smith told him that 
when the lieutenant governor 
took the oath as such he could no 
longer administer the government 
of Upper Canada. Simcoe could 
not, of course, until he had been 
sworn in, nor could he exercise 
any military command until his 
regiment arrived. This opinion 
took Simcoe by surprise and tied 
his hands. He could not ignore 
it, but merely asked that it should 
be kept secret. No provision had 
been made for the appointment of 
temporary members of council 
He decided not to enter Upper 
Canada until he could assume of- 
fice. His only alternative was to 
remain in Lower Canada and 
await the arrival of the members 
of his council But, although 
doubtful as to its legality, he issu- 
ed one proclamaticn tating the 
terms on which grants of !and 
would be made to settlers in Up- 
per Canada on February 7, 1792. 
This was ratified by the executive 
council on July 17, Simcoe evi- 
dently was no Sabbatarian, for

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 

REMODELING HOMES FOR HEALTH SAKE 

The science of architecture has progressed enor- 
mously in its use of materials and methods, but it 
is apparently quite conservative in designing homes 
that are as advanced as the products of other arts 
and sciences. Automobiles and aeroplanes have 
been greatly enhanced in comfort and appearance 
within a very few years, yet homes are still con- 
structed on much the same pattern that they were 
a century ago. And this is true in most of the 
climates where during most seasons of the year it 
is more lovely to be out of doors than inside a 
dwelling. The average room in the ordinary home 
still resembles a cave of our pre-historic ancestors. 

Let us look ahead into the future to try to find 
out what kind of a home your grandchildren will 


live in. It seems likely that many of the houses 
will be built of glass and steel with the rooms 
in the 


probably many other shapes rather than 
form of the present unattractive square. The glass 
walls will be especially adapted to admit the 
healthful ultra violet rays of the sun. Possibly, one- 
way glass will be used, which will permit those 
inside to look out, while preventing those from the 
outside looking in. 

The modern house of fifty years from now will 
probably not have to use windows for ventilation 
since the air will be cleaned, washed, moistened, 
heated and cooled by air-conditioning devices that 
will continuously circulate pure air through the 
home without producing drafts. Doors will prob- 
ably open by sliding into the wall, and they will 
open without having to be pushed open through 
the aid of an electric eye which works when you 
step in front of a door. Most of these future homes 
will likely have a storage place for the autogyro, 
just as they now have garages. All walls and floors 
will be easily and quickly cleaned without corners 
and cracks to gather dust. Roofs will probably be 
used as outdoor living rooms where flowers and 
shrubs will entice one to spend many happy hours. 
Many of the present household drudgeries will be 
done automatically by machines. 

The houses will be made with many new mate- 
rials, new lighting effects. new designs in order to 

» make them as attractive, healthful and easily cared 

for as possible. They will be entirely fireproof and 
earthquake proof. The furniture will be modeled 
for comfort, cleanliness and beauty, a field in 
which there is great room for improvement at 
present for the average automobile seat is much 
more comfortable than any piece of furniture in 
the average home. Most of the greatest improve- 
ments in our homes at the present time have been 
in the electric conveniences and modern plumbing 
rather than in their arrangement and construction. 
In the two rooms dug out of a hillside that cave- 
man called “home,” you will be able to recognize 
the floor plan of the ordinary house 

Of course, many old-fashioned people will not 
feel at home at first in the newer type of dwellings, 
but the improvement will probably be slow enough 
so that the average person will accept them with- 
out question. If you will take a good look at your 
own home, you will probably see many things 
which could be changed to advantage. Sometimes 
it is the kitchen which calls for remodeling, some- 
times the bathroom; however, both materials and 
labor now cost comparatively little and this is a 
good time for you to remodel your home to make 
it more comfortable and healthful. No one can be 
entirely contended in unpleasant surroundings. A 
home should be more than four walls surrounding 
a bed and a kitchen—it should be a place of in- 
spiration, where one may live and study and enjoy 
life; a home should be interesting and attractive 
Such a home would be an antidote for the nervous 
strain of modern life. There is good psychology in 
beautifying the home
